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SAFETY FIRST

TTiis is a subject that has engaged the 
^attention of many eminent men and while 
’much good constructive work has been 
done, yet so much remains to be done on 
tbis probelm that is so important to all 
people, peculiarly so to the Elec- 
trical Worker, that perhaps it would not 
be amiss to discuss ways and means to 
•further this great and live movement. 

The Federal Government has for many 
years past recognized the importance of 
this matter and through its Bureau of 
Standards has endeavored to solve the 
many problems in connection therewith 
in order that all of the people may be 
benefltted. 

Different Insurance and casualty com- 
ipanies have given it a great amount of 
attention. National and local organiza- 
tions with Safety First as their slogan 
Tiave come into the field and are doing 
invaluable work. 

I had the pleasure of attending one 
•Safety First exhibit and convention of 
the national organization, and it sure 
was an immense eye-opener to me as to 
the possibilities for future work for our 
members in forwarding this movement, 
-as well as the extraordinary benefits the 
human family would derive. 

Safety First propagansa has been car- 
ried on for a number of years by many 
•different agencies organized to conserve 
life and property in this country and pur 
“brotherhood should be in the forefront 
in aiding to further so worthy a cause, 
•our furtherance of Safety First princi- 
ples in all business and in all walks of 
life would greatly rebound to our benefit 
both morally and materially; it would 
tend to insure a greater saving of lives, 
:a greater saving and protection of prop- 


erty and last but not neast a greater 
amount of work for our members. 

With all that has been written and pub- 
lished on this subject how little relatively 
speaking has been accomplished viewed 
from the stand point of the Electrical 
Worker and pray, whom is more inter- 
ested than he who is risking his life daily 
every minute of his working hours. 

In the pursuit of our daily labor we are 
in constant touch with the “Grim Reap- 
er,” he is ever at our side ready at the 
slightest slip to gather his toll, so it 
behoves us to use every means within our 
power to beat him to it; Safety First to 
the Electrical Worker means that “you 
must look before you leap,” “you must 
look before you touch, (and then look 
again).” He must surround himself with 
all the necessary means to safeguard and 
protect that most precious possession 
that he and others have 1. e. Life; for 
after all life is our most precious pos- 
session and once lost cannot be regained, 
and so it is quite evident that no precau- 
tion is too great to take in order to con- 
serve It and to do it In a manner that is 
calculated to be most beneficial to all. 

It requires that those who are the most 
competent and the most interested be the 
ones to Instruct in the use of and install 
the necessary apparatus in order that the 
best results may be obtained from tbis 
movement and in view of the fact that 
the major portion of this work is elec- 
trical none but electrical workers should 
be employed upon it, it Is most vital that 
none but the highest skilled workmen be 
employed to insure tbe most efficient re- 
sults and to my mind there is nobody 
more interested and more competent to 
do this class of work than the organized 
electrical worker, there are none so well 
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equipped both mentally and physically to 
do the major portion of this work as 
well as he can. 

Our brotherhood should have a bureau 
to constantly push this matter along ,it 
should work hand in hand with others 
who are engaged in the same movement, 
it should inform itself upon all proposed 
protective measures that may be in vogue 
or initiated, no matter where, and after 
considering and classifying them should 
from time to time issue small pamphlets 
regarding such new protective devices 
and measures that are approved and 
send them out to our membership as 
well as publish them in our journal. 

It should endeavor to initiate Safety 
First legislation in all parts of our coun- 
try as well as aid that started by others. 

Strict inspection laws should be passed 
in all communities that would reduce the 
fire hazard as well as reduce accidents 
and deaths to a minimum. 

The attention of the membership at 
large should fro.m time to time be called 
to the Importance of protecting life and 
property under their charge. Short, 
pithy and practical articles should be in 
every issue of our journal showing the 
most valuable and varied ways of so do- 
ing. The articles could be prepared from 
reports and articles issued from time to 
time by Safety First organizations, insur- 
ance companies. The Bureau of Stand- 
ards, etc. 

When a new Idea has been brought 
forward and tested out by a member and 
found worthy this bureau should be im- 
mediately notified and let the good news 
be spread broadcast. 

The bureau should do everything pos- 
sible to educate the membership to the 
vital necessity of using all protective de- 
vices that may be provided and where 
not so provided to Insist that same shall 
be done. 

Careless and unsafe work should be 
frowned upon, and where same is done 
under others of competent authority, 
strenuous opposition to the installing of 
such work should be encouraged even to 
the extent of quitting work until it is 
rectified. 

The individual members should take 
it upon themselves to do what they can 
to change these conditions where they ex- 
ist, they should also take action in their 
locals to change such conditions ,the en- 
tire power of our brotherhood could be 
exercised where necessary to bring 
about this much desired result. 


National legislation should be sought 
in order to correct these evils and in or- 
der that standard protective measures 
may be in universal effect. Constant agi- 
tation should be kept up to further this 
movement and it should be carried along 
in all walks of life. 

Opposition will be met from time to 
time but we should not falter, the vested 
interests will object to changing the 
work on the ground of expense, that is the 
only end that concerns them, “how much 
will it cost,” well we don’t care how much 
it will cost them. 

We do know that the lack of proper 
protection in the past has cost us the 
lives of many of our members and 
has cost our brotherhood many tens of 
thousands of dollars in benefits that we 
would not have had to pay if the needed 
protective measures had been in force 
and unsafe work eliminated. 

Millions of dollars worth of damage to 
property could have been avoided let 
alone the saving of thousands of lives and 
the crippling of thousands of people 
bringing in train with it crime and pov- 
erty through the lack of necessary pro- 
tective measures being passed and appa- 
ratus used. 

As a class of skilled and highly intelli- 
gent mechanics who know what should 
be done in furthering correct Safety First 
principles, we stand imder a heavy in- 
dictment for every day we delay in the 
furtherance of these principles. So let us 
delay no longer, let us get on the job at 
once, let us initiate the required legisla- 
tion immediately. One day’s delay 
means many lives lost, many orphans 
made, more cripples made and more 
property damaged. 

Let us change the required laws of our 
brotherhood or amend them as may be 
necessary to bring about this much de- 
sired result. I know it will cost us a lit- 
tle money but what is money compared 
to saving life. How much good will your 
money do you when your are dead, the 
small pittance it will cost each of us is 
nothing compared to the Immense re- 
sults we would secure. 

Let us get busy at once and get started 
immediately on a work that will bring 
us so much that Is of benefit to all and 
that will cause the people to rise up and 
say blessed be they “the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers for 
they are great and good.”

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EDITORIAL 


PRESS SECRETARY One of our Press Secretaries suggests that a 
NO JOKE. page of our Journal be set apart each month for 

the purpose of publishing the names of cities and 
localities where our unemployed members could procure employment. 

The suggestion is a good one, but owing to the attitude shown exist- 
ing among the members or at least part of them in our various Local 
Unions we are afraid the suggestion will not find much favor with them. 

When work is a plenty in any particular locality the members of the 
Local Union having jurisdiction over it would censure a Press Secretary 
and at least endeavor to remove him from office should he send us that 
information for publication in our Journal. 

We have seen in our years of experience many occasions arise, where 
a Local Union was unable to supply sufficient competent mechanics, to 
our employers and we noticed on those occasions that those same Local 
Unions made absolutely no effort to get members from other Local 
Unions that had many idle members despite the fact that they did not 
have to do anything other than write a letter asking that idle members 
be informed of the positions in question. 

We have also seen Press Secretaries forbidden by motion to mention 
in their monthly letter that men were wanted within the jurisdiction of 
their Local. 

In trying to figure out the cause or reason for such unbrotherly and 
unwarranted action, we have come to the conclusion that the members 
responsible therefor are afraid that if a few traveling members should 
deposit their cards in their Local Union, they might loose the jobs they 
hold sooner than they would if all traveling members were kept out, or 
they would lose the opportunity to work overtime, which the employer 
would have to resort to in order to finish the work per the contract or at 
the time promised. 

We also have seen members oppose sending for men to other Local 
Unions, and later discovered that those self same members had written 
personal letters to friends of theirs telling them to come on as they had 
good jobs for them and in many such instances the members they wrote 
to were employed. 

We have often stated that the innate selfishness of man and the law 
of human nature cannot be changed, no matter what is done or resorted 
to in the effort to do so. 

We may make laws, we may whereas and resolve and resolve and 
resolve and resolve again and again at our every meeting to overcome it, 
but we will fail, it cannot be done,- for men will figure out some way to 
make such laws and resolutions inaffective. 

There is not a Local Union or a member in our Brotherhood to the 
best of our knowledge and belief, who can truthfully say we ever refused 
to publish a letter or a notice in our Journal that they sent us for publica- 
tion that contained the information that men were wanted in their re- 
spective cities or jurisdictions. In fact, in the June issue of our Journal 
we asked to be informed if there were any positions open anywhere within 
our jurisdiction. Up to this writing we have not heard from but one 
Local Union. 
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We do hear each month from Local Unions asking us to insert a 
notice in the Journal that a large number of their members are out of 
work, which is a notice to traveling members not to come to their re- 
spective cities and expect to obtain work. • 

It is the duty of all Local Unions to inform the membership honestly 
of conditions of work within their territorial jurisdictions through our 
Journal. No Local Union not involved in constitutional difficulty should 
hesitate to extend the hand of good fellowship and fraternity to all trav- 
eling Brothers, who may come to their city, and admit them to member- 
ship if they are qualified according to our laws. 

The pages of our Journal are open to the Press Secretaries for a 
monthly letter each month. It is the duty of each Press Secretary to 
explain in his letter the condition of work within the jurisdiction of his 
Local Union and whether or not the Local Union is able to supply all 
of the men necessary. 

We have pleaded with them to send monthly letters, we have criticised 
them for not doing so, we have asked the members of each Local Unioxx 
to compell them to do so, and we intend to continue our efforts in that 
direction, that’s the best we can do, as we have no power or right to go 
any further. 

If a Local Union would agree to pay a fair salary or to send the 
Press Secretary to the Brotherhood’s convention as a delegate provided 
he sent a letter for publication in our Journal each month explaining the 
condition of work, how many members employed and unemployed, how 
many more men are needed if any and matters of general interest, then 
we might be successful. As it is now the office of Press Secretary is 
looked upon as a joke in most Local Unions. If the members of the re- 
ferred to Local Unions do not like a member or want him to hold office 
they hand him the nomination for Press Secretary, guarantees him he 
will have no opposition and elect him unanimously. On the night of 
election the new Press Secretary pats himself on the chest and glorifies 
in his being the only officer elected by an unanimous vote of the mem- 
bers and figures he is the most popular member of the Local Union, and 
believes at. the next election he will surely be elected President or Business 
Agent. 

When his pipe goes out and he wakes up and finds that the members 
of his Local Union considers the office of Press Secretary a joke, he 
naturally refuses to fulfill the duties of the office, consequently lie sends 
no monthly letter to us for publication. 

To further prove the members of those certain Local Unions referred 
to do consider it an annual joke they pay no more attention to it until 
the following election of officers when they hand it to some other Brother 
with the same results. 

Section 6 of Article 26 of the Constitution provides that any office 
shall be declared vacant if the holder thereof fails to discharge his duties 
for two successive meetings, unless he presents a valid excuse. 

You very seldom if ever hear of the office of Press Secretary being 
declared vacant which is another point in proof that the office is not 
seriously considered. 

In many instances the Press Secretaries consider their office a joke, 
that is clearly proven by the fact that they refuse to discharge the duties 
of their office, and at the same time they will not resign from it. 

Perhaps their main reason for not resigning is because if they did 
tender their resignation the members would vote not to accept it, or most 
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likely vote to lay it on the table, so that the question could not be dis- 
cussed. 

We are sure the members who continuously are calling for the publi- 
cation of more Local Union letters in our Journal are sincere. 

We hope their agitation will result in interesting our entire member- 
ship in the importance of the office of Press Secretary so that those who 
continue to look upon it as a joke will be at least few and far between. 

We intend to co-operate with those members in every way possible. 

The Press Secretary is one of the important officers of a Local 
Union. The incumbent being in a position to do a good work for our 
membership in an educational way. Their letters are earnestly read by 
our members in all parts of the United States and Canada who appreciate 
the information they contain. 


MAKE THEM We are glad to hear of the intense interest our 

SHOW YOU. our members are taking in our coming Convention. It 
speaks well for the future success of our Brotherhood. 

In many Local Unions there will be contests for election of delegates. 
Each candidate should enter into such contests with a friendly spirit and 
if after the votes are counted, they find they have been defeated, they 
should shake the successful candidate’s hand and wish him God’s speed. 
This shows the true spirit of a trade unionist and the spirit of a member 
whose heart is in the right place. 

The members that voted against such men will feel proud of them 
and commend them for it. 

Any one can be a good winner, but it takes the real man to be a good 
loser. 

There must be a winner and loser in every contest. It is only natural 
that we all desire to be a winner when we enter into a contest of any kind, 
and while we feel disappointed when we lose we should not forget the 
the fact that every eligible members has the same right to seek elective 
and appointive honors as we have. If we are defeated it is because the 
winner received more votes than we did. Why the members voted against 
us is their business. 

We may honestly believe that we are more qualified and competent 
to fulfill the duties required, but if the members think otherwise, we 
must abide by their decision, and not feel sore and condemn everyone that 
voted against us. 

In voting for candidates the members should use sound judgment 
and not be swayed by unverified stories that may be put in circulation 
for campaign purposes. Make them show you before you believe them. 
Any man who tells you a story reflecting, on another’s character or stand- 
ing as a trade unionist should be able and willing to produce the proof to 
back it up. 

You owe it to yourself as well as the members it directly aflfects to 
make him produce the proof; if he refuses or cannot don’t believe him. 

When you are told of what this or that Brother has done to bring 
him into disrepute just ask yourself suppose such a story was circulated 
about me, would I not expect my friends and those who know me best, 
to insist on having the proof of it produced. 

It is only natural that you would expect them to do so. That being so 
then be fair and give the accused a fair shake, be honest with yourself, and 
you will give all a square deal. 

None of us are angels, we all have our faults. If you have never 
sinned then you may throw a missile at another. But if you have sinned 
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don’t throw it. If you do it is sure to act like a boomerang and return 
and do you the most damage. 

If a candidate for honors is not able to procure them by fair, square, 
open and''above board tactics, he is not worthy of receiving them. 

We should all bear in mind that an election for delegates to our 
convention are held but once every two years, therefor we should 
do our part to see they are conducted in accordance with the laws, both 
Local and International, by making every one interested play his cards in 
the open so we can all see them, as well as to see to it that nothing is 
done by any one that might bring discredit upon our Union or cause 
dissension therein that might impede its progress. Our Brotherhood and 
Local Unions must go on and on, and will go on and on in the march of 
progress doing their full share in the struggle for the uplift of humanity. 
The officers. Local and International, and delegates to our Conventions 
are a secondary consideration for they will come and go, while our or- 
ganiation will go on for ever. 


OUR KNOCKERS Mr. Knocker, did you ever ask your- 

AND FAULT-FINDERS. self seriously what your wages would be 

and under what conditions you would be 
compelled to work, if you did not have your Union back of you. 

No matter what your experience has been or how skillful you are at 
the branch of our trade you are following, you would be playing in good 
luck if you were not compelled to work at least ten hours per day for 
any wage scale the employer, saw fit to pay, and you would be compelled 
to put with it and bear it, and if you opened your mouth in protest you 
would have a can tied on you, and another wage slave would take your 
place. You would never be missed and the business would go on without 
you just the same regardless of your ability. 

Still you hesitate to assist your Local Union which is responsible for 
the conditions you now enjoy and many times do things against its best 
interests. You would rather cater to the boss who would compell you to 
work for starvation wages under any old conditions he saw fit to impose 
on you, than defend your Union when it is unjustly attacked by its 
enemies. 

You do not attend the meetings only when it is necessary to avoid 
paying a fine. 

You are continually knocking the active workers of your Local Union 
because they compell you to live up to the working rules. 

You carry back to the boss everything done at the meeting of the 
Local. 

Nothing the Local does suits you, your opinion and decision is 
sounder than is the opinion and decision of a majority of the members 
IN YOUR OWN MIND. 

You are never satisfied unless knocking some officer Local or Inter- 
national. If you had your way your Local Union would be a Mutual 
Admiration Society rather than a labor organization. 

We have many of your calibre among us, but thank goodness the 
members are onto you, they know you. they became acquainted with 
you through bitter experience. 

Your day is past, you cannot fool them any more. You can’t play 
both ends against the middle any longer. 
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Misrepresentation won’t get you anywhere in the future, your grand- 
stand plays to the sentiment of the members to have them do your bid- 
ding; that old stuff don’t go any more. / 

So wake up for knockers have become so unpopular that they have 
even removed them from doors. • / 

LEGAL DIFFICULTY Do you or do you not want the Brotherhood 
BENEFITS. to pay a weekly constitutional difficulty benefit?" 

In our opinion it is imperative that we should,, 
our Convention will deal with this question. Bring it up at your next 
meeting for discussion so that your delegate can vote according to the 
sentiments expressed by your Local. 

We believe the amount of difficulty benefits should be reasonable and; 
they should be paid each week promptly so long as the difficutly lasts, be 
that for weeks, months or years. 

To do that we must base the benefit on a financial plan that will be 
sound so that sufficient money will be laid aside each month for that 
purpose. 

We can obtain better conditions for our members when we demon- 
strate to the employers that we are able to finance our members for an. 
indefinite period. 

It is up to our members. It is they who have the power to provide 
for the payments of benefits in times of difficulty. It is they who are com- 
pelled to suffer for lack of these benefits in times of difficulty. 

After the St. Paul Convention the big employers will laugh at us 
again, if we do not adopt such a plan and say to each other we will have 
the Electrical Workers where we want them for at least another two- 
years. 

This is a serious question. It is worthy of your serious consideration.

purposes set forth in the preamble of the by-laws adopted are broad and

The situation in Chicago is a menace 
to one of our most valuable means of pro- 
tection, the Union Label. 

AH union men should keep in mind 
the power they have, if practised and 
that is commonly termed purchasing 
power- To keep that weapon well 
sharpened and ready, it must be prac- 
tised by those to whom it will be of 
most assistance. When you keep in 
mind the union label you are adding the 
edge to your trusty tool of defence. You 
are paying no more of /our earnings for 
a union made article, and at the same 
time you are recognizing those that are 
willing to render you assistance to ac- 
quire justice Every article purchased 
that does not bear .the anion label is a 
hindrance to your cause and assistance 
to your enemies. If the cases at the 
windy city are let take the course laid 
out by the employers’ association. You 
will be responsible. 

Therefore extend, yourself and render 
the indicted members of organized labor 
all the help you can. They must have 
your support. Don’t sit and twirl your 
thumbs and say “too bad,” but come for- 
ward with your money as well as pur- 
chase nothing but what bears the union 
label. 

Remember the cause is yours as well as 
theirs. They are the goats in this case, 
and corporate interests are the sinners. 
The practice of placing all the faults on 
the other fellow is cowardly and grossly 
unjust. As you are looking for justice 
practice it, and you will put the fear of 
God in the hearts of yoar enemies. Keep 
up the label at all hazards. Use your 
purchasing power judiciously and sup- 
port the members of organized labor who 
are menaced by the enemy, for doing 
their duty as they saw it- You must not 
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let this matter slip your mind and 
remember your failure to do your duty 
deserves punishment more than those 
who In their ardor may overdo theirs. 

If the employers of Chicago are suc- 
•essful your turn may be the next. Buy 
whatever you need but always give 
union label goods the preference. 

Remember Bro. Evans of No. 134 gave 
you pointers on another scheme of the 
employers. 

Don’t let the article get away from 
you, but read it with care and if you 
fail to grasp his meaning, write and I 
assure you a reply that will clear the 
matter. It is the duty of every trade 
unionist to keep posted and put his 
shoulder to the wheel, and don’t let 
George do it for him. Watch your own 
interests and have your say as to bow 
you think they are best guarded. Two 
heads are better than one even though 
one be a blockhead. Keep yourself in 
good standing with your organization 
and we will pull through our difficulties.

Licensing hill for electricians as passed 
by the Massachusetts Legislature to take 
effect September 1, 1916. 

[General Act.] 

[Chap. 296.] 

An Act relative to the registration of per- 
sons, firms and corporations designing 
to install wires or aparatus for electric 
light, heat or power purposes. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. Except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, no person, firm or corporation 
shall, after the first day of September, 
nineteen hundred and fifteen, enter Into, 
engage in, or work at the business of 
installing wires, conduits, apparatus, fix- 
tures or other appliances for carrying or 
using electricity for light, heat or power 
purposes in this commonwealth, either 
as a master or employing electrician or 
as a journeyman electrician, unless such 
person, firm, or corporation shall have 
received a license or certificate therefor, 
issued by the board provided for in sec- 
tion two of this act and in accordance 
with the provisions hereinafter set forth. 

The words “master or employing elec- 
trician” as used in this act shall mean 
a corporation, firm or person, having a 
regular place of business, who, by the 
employment of journeymen, performs the 
work of Installing wires, conduits, ap- 
paratus, fixtures and other appliances for 
carrying or using electricity for light, 
heat or power purposes. 

The word “journeyman” as used in 
this act shall mean a person who does 
any work of installing wires, conduits, 
apparatus, fixtures and other appliances 
for hire. 
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Sec. 2- On and after the first day of 
July, in the year nineteen hundred and 
fifteen, the chairman, of the civil service 
commission, the fire prevention commis- 
sioner for the metropoiitan district and 
the commissioner of education shall con- 
stitute the state examiners of electri- 
cians. They shall employ as clerk a 
practical electrician, who is a wage earn- 
er, a,nd a citizen of the commonwealth, 
who has had at least ten years’ experi- 
ence in the installation of wires and 
appliances for carrying electricity for 
light, heat or power purposes- He shall 
receive such salary as shall be deter- 
mined by the state examiners, subject 
to the approval of the governor and 
council, and shall hold his office for a 
term of three years. The three examin- 
ers shall receive no compensation for 
their services under the terms of this 
act. The compensation of the clerk and 
the traveling and other necessary 
expenses of the state examiners, not 
however to exceed five hundred dollars 
in the aggregate for each of the members 
thereof, shall, when approved by the 
governor and council, be paid from the 
treasury of the commonwealth. 

The state examiners of electricians 
may make necessary rules for the proper 
performance of their duties. 

They shall hold frequent examinations 
in the city of Boston, and, twice in each 
year, shall hold examinations in at least 
five other convenient places within the 
commonwealth, and they may hold an- 
nual or occasional examinations in other 
places. Public notice shall be given of 
all examinations. 

The state examiners of electricians 
shall annually, on or before the first 
Wednesday in January, transmit to the 
secretary of the commonwealth a. report 
to the general court of its doings. 

In the conduct of the examinations 
they shall make uniform requirements 
for all cities and towns, which may be 
revised from time to time, as circum- 
stances may require. Said examinations 
shall be sufficiently frequent to give 
ample opportunity for all applicants to be 
thoroughly and carefully examined, and 
may be supervised by one or more of 
the members Of the board, but no licenses 
shall be granted without the sanction of 
the board. Examinations may be given 
in writing or practical work, as deemed 
most advisable by the board. 

The records of the meeting of said 
board shall be open for inspection at all 
times, and the board shall have printed 
annually a manual of its regulations, 
including the name of all licensees. 

Sec. 3. (1) Two forms of licenses 

shall be issued: — The first, hereinafter 
referred to as “certificate A’’, shall be 
known as “master electrician’s certifi- 
cate,” the second, hereinafter referred 


to as “certificate B,” shall be known as 
a “journeyman electrician’s certificate.” 

A “master’s certificate” shall be issued 
to any person, firm o/ corporation en- 
gaged in or about to engage in the busi- 
ness of installing electrical wires, con- 
duits, apparatus, fixtures and other elec- 
trical appliances, that shall have quali- 
fied under the provisions of this act. A 
certificate of registration shall be issued 
specifying the name of the person, firm 
or corporation so applying, and the name 
of the person passing said examination, 
by which he or it shall be authorized to 
enter upon or engage in business as set 
forth therein : provided, however, that 
any person, firm or corporation that has 
been engaged in said business for at 
least five years next prior to the date 
of the application shall not be required 
to pass said examination, but shall pre- 
sent proof of fitness. 

The holding of “certificate A” shall not 
entitle the holder individually to engage 
in or perform the actual work of install- 
ing electric wires, conduits and appli- 
ances as previously described in this act, 
but shall entitle him to conduct business 
as an employing or master electrician. 

(2) “Certificate B,” or a journeyman 
electrician’s license, shall be granted to 
any person who has passed an examina- 
tion before the examining board provided 
for in this act, or who shall present 
proof of fitness and that he has gained 
his livelihood by the occupation of elec- 
trician for five consecutive years next 
prior to the date of application. A certi- 
ficate shall be issued specifying the 
name of the person so engaged, by which 
certificate such person shall be author- 
ized to enter upon or engage in the occu- 
pation of journeyman electrician. Every 
person desiring an examination shall 
make application therefor in writing ac- 
companied by the proper fee. The fee 
for an examination for certificate “A’’ 
shall be twenty-five dollars and that for 
certificate “B” shall be one dollar. An 
applicant who fails in his examination 
shall not have his fee returned to him 
but shall be entitled to one re-examina- 
tlon free of charge. For each subsequent 
re-examination, he shall pay fifteen dol- 
lars in the case of certificate “A” and 
fifty cents in the case of certificate “B”. 

(3) )A11 certificates “A” described in 
paragraph (1) of this section shall expire 
on the thirty-first day of July in each 
year, but may be renewed by the same 
person, firm or corporation, as represent- 
ed by one or more of its members or 
officers, without further examination, up- 
on the payment of a fee of fifteen dollars, 
application therefor being made during 
the month next prior to said expiration 
of said certificate. 

(4) All certificates “B” described in 
paragraph (2) of this section shall expire 
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on the thirty-first day of July in each 
year, but may be renewed upon the pay- 
ment of a fee of fifty cents, and upon the 
same conditions set forth in paragraph 
(3)) )of this section. 

(0 All holders of certificates “A” shall 
keep their certificate of registration dis- 
played in a conspicuous place in their 
principal offices or places of business, 
and all holders of certificates “B” shall 
be furnished by said board with evidence 
of their having been so licensed, in card 
form or otherwise, which shall be car- 
ried on the person of the licensee and 
exhibited on request. 

Sec. 4. No certificates issued under 
the provisions of this act, to either mas- 
ter or Journeyman, shall be assignable 
or transferable. Said certificates may be 
suspended or revoked by the board of 
examiners upon failure or refusal of the 
licensee to comply with the rules and 
requirements of said business as set 
forth by the board of gas and electric, 
light commissioners, and for other and 
sufficient causes after a hearing has been 
held. Such suspension or revocation by 
said board shall be subject to review by 
the board of gas and electric light com- 
missioners. 

Sec. 6. Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion, or employee thereof, and any rep- 
resentative, or any member or officer of 
such firm or corporation individually en- 
tering upon or engaging in the business 
and work hereinbefore defined, without 
having complied with the provisions of 
this act, shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than ten dollars nor more than 
one hundred dollars for the first offence, 
and for a second offence by a fine of not 
less than fifty nor more than five hun- 
dred dollars, or by six months’ imprison- 
ment in the house of correction, or by 
both such fine and Imprisonment. 

Sec. 6. No person, firm or corporation 
holding a master’s certificate shall be 
held liable for work done by any of his 
or its employees without authorization 
unless it shall appear that such work 
was done with his or its knowledge or 
consent or by his or its authorization. 

All fees and fines collected under the 
provisions of this act shall be paid into 
the treasury of the commonwealth as 
hereinbefore provided. 

Sec. 7. This act shall not apply to the 
installation, repairing and wiring of 
elevators or to work in connection with 
the erection, construction, maintenance 
or repair of lines for the transmission of 
electricity from the source of supply to 
the service switch on the premises where 
it is used by municipal electric plants, 
by electric companies as defined in sec- 
tion one of chapter seven hundred and 
forty-two of the acts of the year nine- 
teen hundred and fourteen, or by gas 
companies authorized to engage in the 


business of making or selling electricity 
to street railway companies or by electric 
railroad companies or by railroad com- 
panies; nor to the work of such plants 
or companies on premises owned or con- 
trolled by them; nor to the work of said 
municipal electric plants or of said elec- 
tric or gas companies in installing, main- 
taining and repairing, on the premises of 
customers, service connections and 
meters and other apparatus and appli- 
ances which remain the property of such 
plants or companies after installation; 
nor to work in connection with the light- 
ing of streets, alleys, private ways or 
private or public parks, areas or squares; 
nor to the work of companies incorporat- 
ed for the transmission of intelligence by 
electricity in installing, maintaining or 
repairing wires, aparatus, fixtures or 
other appliances used in the business of 
such companies and necessary for or in- 
cident to such business, and whether 
such wires, conduits, aparatus, fixtures 
or other appliances are on its own prem- 
ises or otherwise. 

Sec. 8. Nothing in this act shall be 
construed as forbidding the employment 
of learners or apprentices working with 
and under the direct personal supervision 
of journeymen electricians duly certified 
as provided in this act. 

Electricians employed by theatrical 
companies may install such temporary 
wiring and appliances as may be required 
for the purpose of the engagement of any 
such company, subject to the supervision 
of some person licensed under the provi- 
sions of the act. 

Electricians regularly employed by 
firms or corporations other than holders 
of class “A” certificates may Install such 
electrical wiring, conduits and appliances 
or make such repairs as may be required 
only on the premises and property of 
said firms or corporations; provided, that 
electricians hold a journeyman’s license 
and have complied with all provisions 
set forth in this act. 

Sec. 9. Any person applying for a jour- 
neyman’s license who makes any mis- 
statement as to his experience, or other 
qualifications, or any person, firm or cor- 
poration subscribing to or vouching for 
any such misstatement, shall be liable 
to the penalties set forth in section four 
of this act. 

Section 10. All acts and parts of acts 
inconsistent herewith are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Sec. 11. This act shall take upon its 
passage, except that its provisions im- 
posing penalties shall not become oper- 
ative until the board shall have been 
organized and at least sixty days shall 
have been allowed to enable applicants 
to secure licenses or certificates. [Ap-

Editor: 

I am glad at this time I can say that 
work is a little better than the last time 
I wrote, but we can still stand a lot more 
than we have and not have to call on 
any outside help, as we have quite a few 
brothers on our unemployed list. Work 
has been very dull here this summer as 
has been elsewhere from what I can see 
by The Worker. 

We are taking in a few new members, 
but most of them are backward and seem 
aCraid to talk to you, especially the 
Edison Light men, for it has been pretty 
hard to get them started and when you 
think you have them you will find out 
you have been watched by some gum 
shoe man of the company and your man 
is sent somewhere else or out of a job. 

Last winter Local No. 104 with several 
other Locals went before the Boston City 
Council and held up the contract for the 
street lighting of the City of Boston. And 
with the aid of the city councilfought the 
contract and in the end saved the city a 
nice little sum of money, and got a better 
contract all together and also got a clause 
stricken out of the Edison Company’s em- 
ployment application blank, where it asks 
if you belong to any labor union or not, 
and that they would not discriminate 
against union men. 

The City Council went on record to help 
the unions if any men were discriminated 
against, and about two months later one 
of our brothers who worked for the Edi- 
son Light Co. died, and three brothers 
working there asked permission to attend 
the funeral and acted as pall bearers with 
the result that three days later they re- 
ceived a notice that their services were 
no longer required which put them out of 
a job and could get no reason for their be- 
ing discharged only retrenchment of ex- 
penses and they were the three oldest 
men on the job, and in a day or so new 
men were put in their places. The Local 
appointed a committee; they went before 
the city council and are trying to have 
the men reinstated, but at present it is 
not settled, but have another hearing be- 
fore the city council in the near future 
and are in hopes we will win out just to 
show them where they fit, but are up 
against a pretty hard company, as they 
have the best advice that money can buy 
as they are the only electric light com- 
pany in the city and have things pretty 
well their own way. 

I suppose most of the brothers have got 
pretty well posted on the Federal League 
in base ball, but we have what we call a 
Federal League in the I. B. E. W. here 
in Boston, for they are not affiliated with 
organized labor and I don’t think they 


will be unless they join in with Local 
No. 104 where they belong, Quite a num- 
ber of them were members. Several of 
the foremen for the Telephone Co. got 
together and started talking to their men 
and have started what they call a Broth- 
erhood of Telephone Linemen and no one 
only telephone men can belong, but No. 
104 has gone on record not to grant them 
a charter which they have been trying to 
get. I hope the International Officers 
don’t get mislead by them and grant any 
charter without first looking over the field 
as they have used the Local to get what 
they are now getting and after they have 
got an eight hour day, and what I would 
say as good wages as most companies 
pay, to pull away and try to take the 
members away from No. 104. Local No. 
104 have what we call a conference board 
which looks after the telephone em- 
ployees only and any grievances can be 
taken to the officials of the Telephone 
Co. and in most cases with good re- 
sults, but now the Telephone Co. has two 
different committees to meet as the Fed- 
eral League has gone down to the official 
and presented their own cases, which is 
going to cause trouble if it keeps up. We 
have tried to get them to come back 
where they belong, but with no results as 
yet and think it would be a good place for 
some of our International Officers to drop 
in and see what they can do before it is 
too late. 

In the May number of The Worker I 
see several good letters on the trav- 
eler. I want to say I am of the same 
opinion that any traveler should be en- 
titled to the support of his feilow-broth- 
ers wherever he may be as long as his 
card is not void, as he has got to pay in 
advance in order to take out a traveling 
card, and it is pretty hard to keep some 
of the members from going behind. Don’t 
knock the traveler, but give him a hand 
if possible, as he may not stay long. It 
is pretty hard to tell how long it will be 
before you may take out a card yourself 
and you would be a pretty peeved man if 
you didn’t get a lift with a good paid-up 
card. 

One brother mentioned that the Postal 
Telegraph is on the unfair list. I would 
like to say we have quite a few Postal 
Telegraph men and also most of the West- 
ern Union men that are linemen in and 
around Boston. I would like to hear from 
any brother how the telegraph linemen 
are in his locality, as we would like to 
know hiow the wages and conditions are 
in different parts of the country. They 
tell us we have the best wages and con- 
ditions of any place. If that’s the case I 
pity the other fellows for it is pretty bad 
here. Any brother that can I hope will 
let us know either through The Worker 
or by mail.

Editor ; 

The problem to solve, in my judgment, 
what confronts the electrical workers for 
the growth of the Brotherhood in the 
future, is to organize more permanently. 

And in my opinion the solution is that 
the next convention adopt and put in to 
operation a higher mortuary benefit; also 
to enact a practical and effective senior- 
ity clause to be Inserted in all working 
agreements with the employer, that will 
help to keep our members employed and 
in advancement and above the clutch of 
the unscrupulous employer who preaches 
one thing and practices another, without 
due and sufficient justification. 

In our Local efforts to organize we find 
that with very few exceptions the non- 
union electrical workers are ex-members 
of the Brotherhood; and in my limited 
experience, I am satisfied that in the 
jurisdictional territory of the Brother- 
hood, that they are a large percentage 
of electrical workers who are ex-mem- 
bers; and the remedy for it I really be- 
lieve is a reasonable high life insurance 
in the Brotherhood. 

Of course the factional trouble in the 
International Union in the past had its 
disastrous effect on the growth of the 
Brotherhood; because every opportunity 
to organize was torn asunder while the 
struggle was going on; but amalgamation 
has come with good effect and the sore 
spots mending if not all healed; and our 
members brought to the realization of 
their position and duty to the Brother- 
hood now and in the future. 

And as you know that it took the war 
of the North and the South in the six- 
ties to unite the States of the Union, 
and it made the United States of Amer- 
ica the greatest republic on earth. 

Then it is gratifying to know that we 
have settled the conflict in our organiza- 
tion, that caused so many sacrifices 
among our members and stunted at the 
time the growth of the Brotherhood; and 
that we are no longer a farce; and with 
a reasonable memory to recall the ex- 
perience of the past, and endowed with

the wisdom of a stricter sense of duty 
to guide us in the future; and mspired 
with the knowledge of a re-unitea Broth- 
erhod, progressing on a solid rook base; 
it is more reasonable then evw for us 
CO believe that we can accomplish the 
purpose for which we are organized, a 
long lines of trade union principles; that 
the concern of one is tne concern of all. 

At the present, the non-unipii electrical 
workers who join the union ymust he in 
the Brotherhood one year before becom- 
ing beneficial at death; to niake it more 
clear, for your consideration', I will quote 
Section 1 of Article 12 of the Consti- 
tution. 

ARTICLE XII. 

Funeral Benefits. 

Section 1. Every member in fellow- 
ship and in continuous good standing in 
the I- B. E. W. for one year or more, 
but less than two years preceding his 
death shall, in case of death, he entitled 
to a funeral benefit in the sum of one 
hundred dollars ($100-00), except as pro- 
vided in Section 3, Article 6. 

If the deceased has been in continuous 
good standing for two years or longer 
immediately preceding his death, benefits 
shall be allowed as follows: 

2 yrs. or more, but less than 3 yrs .$150.00 

3 yrs. or more, but less than 4 yrs . 200.00 

4 yrs. or more, but less than 5 yrs. 250.00 

5 yrs. or more 300.00 

Now I claim that the above funeral 

benefits is not inspiring for non-union 
electrical workers to join the union; and 
at its maximum rate, it is not sufficient 
for members of the Brotherhood. 

Now for an illustration, suppose we 
would change the present funeral benefit 
rates, to conform to my Imagination for 
a moment to read as follows: 

ARTICLE XII. 

Funeral Benefits. 

Section 1. Every member in fellowship 
and in continuous good standing in the 
I. B. E. W. for three months or more, but 
less than one year preceding his death 
shall, in case of death, be entitled to a 
funeral benefit in the sum of five hun- 
dred dollars ($500.00) except as provided 
in Section 3, Article 6. 

If the deceased has been in continuous 
good standing for one year or longer 
immediately preceding his death, benefits, 
shall be allowed as follows: 

1 yr. or more, but less than 3 yrs. $600 00 

2 yrs. or more, but less than 3 yrs . 700-00 

3 yrs. or more, but less than 4 yrs. 800.00 

4 yrs. or more, but less than 5 yrs. 900.00 

5 yrs. or more 1000.00 

To me the reading of the imaginary 

changed funeral benefit plan, is very con- 
soling in thought; and every member 
knows that a high mortuary benefit, 
would be a great magnet to secure new 
members and a great factor in keeping 
all members in good standing; and prove 
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helpful in a general way to the Brother- 
hood!. 

Tlie- members of the Brotherhood want 
a reasonable high life insurance, but 
the r^tes of the old line insurance com- 
panies are not appealing to electrical 
workere, and as a result many of our 
brother's are without sufficient life insur- 
ance pri^tection to tide their families over 
respectfully after death; and if the rail- 
road Broi^erhoods and other labor organ- 
izations are successfully operating high 
life insurance; I would like to know why 
we can’t do so; because a high reason- 
able mortuary benefit, will result In a 
larger and a grander Brotherhood. 

Therefore, I suggest through The 
Worker, that President McNulty appoint 
a committee of seven members, one from 
each International Executive Board Dis- 
trict; or the members of the Executive 
Board if more convenient, or the Con- 
stitutional Committee that will be in 
session before the next convention; to be 
authorized to employ an expert or two, 
to inquire well into the mortality rate 
of the Brotherhood for a few years back, 
and also the per-capita revenue and as- 
sessments; and to secure any other in- 
formation that is necessary for them to 
have for consideration, for to strike a 
base of average to determine and to 
settle on a plan of reasonable life insur- 
ance, that the Brotherhood can operate 
successfully for a reasonable per-capita 
or assessment; to be presented to the 
delegates at the next convention for con- 
sideration. 

This is a big problem and it is of vital 
importance to know the mortality rate, 
and the per-capita revenue and assess- 
ments of the Brotherhood, to solve it in- 
telligently; and if my suggestion or one 
similar is carried out the delegates to the 
next convention or any other member 
who has a plan of life insurance or, 
suggestion, can present them to the com- 
mittee which will be very helpful In the 
consideration of this matter ; and the 
committee can put into the hands of 
all the delegates for • consideration, at 
the opening of the convention in pamph- 
let form the plan of insurance that they 
have settled on; and the delegates can 
judge for themselves whether the plan 
is, or is not a safe and sound proposition 
when it comes up for final action. 

Let us hear more through The Worker 
on this matter. 

At the present work is not very good 
here and many of our brothers who 
helped to increase the wages and im- 
proved the conditions are idle, and a 
fine lot of rumps are receiving the 
benefits of their efforts without cost- 

We are trying to get into position to 
put up an effective fight for a larger 
membership, but we are still handicapped 
and at the present hope is out of sight; 


but we will keep on trying we will not 
quit. 

. There are many of our members work- 
ing or floating through the country and 
they are deserving of every consideration 
that can be extended to them by the 
members of the Brotherhood; and the 
home guards of which I am one wish 
theiii gdod luck on their way and we hope 
to see them all in the near future. 

Brother Mclntire, International Or- 
ganizer, and Brother Boyle, Business 
Agent of Local No. 81 of Scranton, drop- 
ped in to town on June 8 last and flew 
out the same day; we expected that 
Brother Mclntire would stay for some 
time and help to rouse a sentiment to 
build up our Local, but pressing busi- 
ness elsewhere forced him to leave in 
a few hours. I was our of town and I 
am sorry that I did not see him.

forced to make the cut, which was grant- 
ed them by our officers and was dply ap- 
proved of by the members of Local No. 
213. / 

Well, they attended ouv next /meeting 
night and gave their reasons yhy they 
were forced to make the cut Which was 
listened to with attention and/ courtesy, 
but the Brothers did not see it /their way, 
and the company was notified that we 
would accept nothing less than we had, so 
I presume they are going to apply for a 
Conciliation Board, but up to time of writ- 
ing they have not applied. Of course they 
are quite busy now, for they have the 
Street Carmen Union to attend to. They 
have already applied for a Conciliation 
Board to settle their dispute, which was 
the same as ours, ten per cent cut and no 
conditions. As most of the Brothers 
know we are affiliated with the Carmen’s 
Union, known as the Light Power or 
Transportation Council, which should 
help both Unions to an amicable settle- 
ment. The Local has been quite busy of 
late passing on the proposed amendments 
in the new Constitution, which will be

PRACTICAL HINTS 


Where alternating current circuits are 
in conduit, all of the wires (two wires 
for single phase, three wires for a three 
wire or three phase and three or four 
wires for a two phase circuit) of a cir- 
cuit must be carried in the same con- 
duit to prevent inductive voltage drop 
and dangerous overheating of the con- 
duit. 

Trouble can be avoided in feeding con- 
ductors into conduit by being careful 
that they do not lap or twist. A lap or 
twist will bind the wire and make the 
pull very hard. 

A reflector should always be used with 
any incandescent street — lighting lamp. 
Where no reflector is used a large por- 
tion of the light generated is projected 
above the lamp into the air and is wholly 
ineffective. 

Where any lamp is hung so low that 
it lies within the range of vision of an 
observer nearby the glare from the unit 
should be eliminated by the application 
of a proper reflector or shade. 

Where wires are carried through trees 
so that they would rub against branches 
they should be supported by tree insula- 
tors of some sort or should be incased in 
abrasion molding. Wires should not be 
rigidly attached to branches or limbs 


because the swaying of the trees might 
break the wires. Several good patterns 
of tree insulators are on the market. 

The desirable mounting heights for 
tungsten series street lamps is from 
twelve to sixteen feet for single light 
units ranging from, twenty-five to eighty 
candle power. This height is advisable 
from the fact that in the majority of 
smaller and in some of the larger towns 
or cities, the streets are heavily wooded, 
and it is necessary to place the illu- 
minants beneath this natural canopy of 
folliage. In case of higher candle powers 
as, for example the two hundred candle 
power tungsten lamp, a height of twenty 
to twenty-five feet should be maintained 
unless the lamp is enclosed in a defCus- 
ing globe; in which case the above men- 
tioned height of twelve to sixteen feet 
would hold. When ornamental standards 
with two or more lignrs are used, a. 
height slightly greater than twelve feet 
but not exceding sixteen feet may be 
employed. 

A concentric cable is a cable composed: 
of an insulated central conducting core 
with tubular stranded conductors laid 
over concentrically (one commoncentre) 
and separated by layers of insulation. 

A single belt travelling at a speed of 
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one thousand feet per minute will trans- 
mit one horse power; a double belt will 
transmit twice that amount. The best 
speed for maximum belt economy is from 
four thousand to four thousand five hun- 
dred feet per minute. 

The charging current which is used for 
charging storage batteries must always 
be greater than that of the battery which 
is being charged. If it is not, the stor- 
age battery will be the stronger of the 
two . and will overpower the charging 
current and so discharge itself. 

Series motors should not be employed 
where the load may be entirely removed 
because they would attain a dangerous 
speed. They should not be used for driv- 
ing by means of belts, because a sudden 
release of the load due to a mishap to 
the belt would cause the motor to run 
away. 

Series motors are used principally for 
electric railways, trolleys, and electric 
vehicles, and similar purposes where an 
attendant is always at hand to regulate 
or control the speed. They are also used 
on series arc light circuits in which the 
current is of constant strength. Very 
small motors are generally provided 
with series windings. 

Bituminlzed fiber duct is easily laid 
and when new permits cables to be 
drawn into it readily because of its 
smooth oily interior surface. It is a 
recent product and its life is as yet un- 
determined. Cases have been reported 
where duct lengths, in piles left to the 
action of the heat of the sun, have been 
warped by the weight of the duct 
lengths piled above them. Cases have 
also been reported where cables have 
stuck in fiber conduit and their with- 
drawal was thereby prevented. An over- 
loaded conductor is apt to cause buckling 
of the duct. If the ducts are placed 
close to steam pipes .the ducts are apt 
to sag and cause trouble. 

The gears of a moving picture machine 
should be washed in gasolene. If the 
machine head is clean the machine will 
operate smoothly. 

For the best results on the screen, 
it is essential that the entire optical sys- 
tem, that is to say, the condenser lenses, 
the aperture and the two combinations 
of projection lens, be on exact line with 
each other and with the arc light crater. 

It matters not how excellent your lamp 
may be for motion picture purposes, un- 
less you keep it properly lubricated you 
cannot handle it properly. The lamp 
should be taken aparr and thoroughly 
lubricated with graphite. 

A box of powdered graphite is very 
handy for the operating room. 

Horse Power. — A unit of mechanical 
power; the power required to raise five 
hundred and fifty pounds to the height 
of one foot in one second, or thirty-three 


thousand pounds to that height in one 
minute. Horse power involves three 
elements: (1) force, (2) distance, (3) 

time. If we express the force in pounds 
and the distance passed through in feet, 
we have a solution of, and the meaning 
for, the term foot pounds; from which 
it will be seen that a foot pound is a 
resistance equal to one pound moved one 
foot. 

James Watt was early asked by would- 
be purchasers as to how many horses 
his engines would replace. To obtain 
data as to the actual preformance in 
continuous work, he experimented with 
powerful horses, and found that one 
travelling at two and one-half miles per 
hour, or 220 feet per minute, and har- 
nessed to a rope leading over a pulley 
and down a vertical shaft, could haul up 
a weight averaging one hundred pounds; 
equaling twenty-two thousand foot 
pounds per minute- To give good meas- 
ure, Watt increased the measurement by 
fifty percent,' thus getting the familiar 
unit of thirty-three thousand minute foot 
pounds. 

Candle Power. — The standard candle 
by which all lights are measured, is 
legally held to be a sperm candle con- 
suming one hundred and twenty grains 
of wax per hour. The lights are com- 
pared in a photometer while a test is 
being made. In practical measurements 
standardized incandescent lamps are 
more reliable and acurate than the pri- 
mary standard. According to experi- 
ments made by the Government of the 
United States, a one candle power white 
light is visible at a distance a Uttle more 
than one mile, one of three candle power 
is visible at two miles; and on an excep- 
tionally clear night a white light of 3.2 
candle power was readily distinguished 
at three miles; one of 5.6 candle power 
at four miles, and one of 12.2 candle 
power at 5 miles; a green or red two 
candle power light was visible at one 
mile, fifteen candle power at two miles, 
fifty-one candle power at three miles and 
one hundred and six candle power at 
four miles. 

In transformer practice, the grounding 
of the middle or neutral point of the sec- 
ondary winding of the transformer in 
order to reduce the fire risk in case the 
primary should become accidentally 
grounded. This is called an earthed or 
grounded neutral. 

In the installation of lightning arres- 
ters, a sheet of copper or iron some ten 
square feet in area and at least thick 
should be used. This should be buried 
deep enough to lie in damp soil, with a 
layer of powdered coke placed above and 
below it- 

To preserve wood, such as telegraph 
poles, from decay, a process of unpreg- 
nation with a solution of corrosive sub- 
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limate, or chloride of mercury. The pro- 
portions are one pound of sublimate to 
ten gallons of water for maximum 
strength, or one pound to fifteen gallons 
as a minimum. About twenty-four hours 
per inch of thickness are required ’ for 
saturation. This is called pole — “Kyan- 
izing.’’ 

In order to operate transformers on 
parallel they must be designed for the 
same pressures and capacities, their per- 
centages of regulation should be the 
same and they must have the same polar- 
ity at a given instant. 

If a direct current voltmeter was 
placed across an alternating current cir- 
cuit there would be no defiection of the 


pointer owing to the rapid reversals of 
alternating current. 

A direct current can be measured by 
an alternating current voltmeter. 

A dynamotor differs from a motor gen- 
erator in that the motor armature and 
generator armature are combined into 
one, thereby requiring but one field 
frame. Since the motor and generator 
armature windings are mounted on a 
single core, the armature reaction due 
to the one winding is neutralized by the 
reaction caused by the other winding. 
There is, consequently, little or no tend- 
ency for sparking to occur at the brushes, 
and they therefore need not be shifted 
on this account for different loads.

CHAPTER VI. 

MBASUBEMBNT OF CTJRBBNTS, ETC. 

LiEsson XXIX. — Ohm's Law and its Con- 
sequences. 

345. In Art. 180 the important law of 
Ohm was stated in the following terms: 
— The strength of the current varies di- 
rectly as the electromotive-force, and in- 
versely as the (total) resistance of the 
circuit. 

Using the units adopted by practical 
electricians, and explained in Art. 323, we 
may now restate Ohm’s law in the follow- 
ing definite manner : — The number of 
amperes of current flowing through a cir- 
cuit is equal to the number of volts of 
electromotive-force divided by the number 
of ohms of resistance in the entire cir- 
cuit. Or,

In practice, however, the matter is not 
quite so simple, for If a number of cells 
are used and the circuit be made up of 
a number of different parts through all 
of which the current must flow, we have 
to take Into account not only the electro- 
motive-forces of the celL, but their resist- 
tances, and the resistance of all the parts 
of the circuit. For example, the current 
may flow from the zinc plate of the first 
cell through the liquid to the copper (or 
carbon) plate, then through a connecting 
wire or screw to the next cell, through 
its liquid, through the connecting screws 
and liquids of the rest of the cells, then 
through a wire to a galvanometer, then 
through the coils of the galvanometer, 
then perhaps through an electrolytic cell, 
and finally through a return wire to the 
zinc pole of the battery. In this case 
there are a number of separate electro- 


motive-forces all tending to produce a 
flow, and a number of different resis- 
tances, each impeding the flow and add- 
ing to the total resistance. If in such a 
case we knew the separate values of all 
the different electromotive-forces and all 
the different resistances we could cal- 
culate what the current would be, for it 
would have the value,

If any one of the cells were set wrong 
way-round its electromotive-force would 
opose that of the other cells; an opposing 
elcetromotive-force must uierefore be sub- 
tracted, or reckoned a» negative in the 
algebraic sum. The “polarisation” (Arts. 
163 and 413) which occurs in battery cells 
and in electrolytic cells after working for 
some time is an opposing electromotive- 
force, and diminishes the total of the 
electromotive-forces in the circuit. So, 
also, the Induced back-current which is 
set up when a current from a battery 
drives a magneto-electric engine (Art. 
377) reduces the strength of the working 
current. 

346. Conductivity and Resistance. — 
The term conductivity is sometimes used 
as the inverse of resistance; and the reci- 

1 

procal — represents the conductivity of 
r 

a conductor whose resistance is r ohms. 
In practice, however, it is more usual to 
speak of the resistances of conductors 
than of their conductivities. 

347. Laws of Resistance. — Resistances 
in a circuit may be of two kinds — first, 
the resistances of the conductors them- 
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selves; second, the resistances due to 
imperfect contact at points. The latter 
kind of resistance is affected by pres- 
sure, for when the surfaces of two con- 
ductors are brought into more intimate 
contact with one another, the current 
passes more freely from one conductor to 
the other. The contact-resistance of two 
copper conductors may vary from infinity 
down to a small fraction of an ohm, ac- 
cording to the pressure. The variation of 
resistance at a point of Imperfect con- 
tact is utilised in Telephone Transmitters 
(Arts. 434, 436). The following are the 
laws of the resistance of conductors: — 

i. The resistance of a conducting wire 

is profportional to its length. If the 
resistance of a mile of telegraph 
will he 50X13=650 ohms, 
ii. The resistance of a conducting 
wire is inversely proportional to 
the area of its cross section, and 
therefore in the usual round wires 
is inversely proportional to the 
square of its diameter. Ordinary 
telegraph wire is about ith of an 
inch thick; a wire twice as thick 
would conduct four times as well, 
having four times the area of cross 
section: hence an equal length of it 
would have only Jth the resist- 
ance. ■ 

ii. The resistance of a conducting wire 

of given length and thickness de- 
pends upon the material of which 
it is made, — that is to say, upon the 
specific resistance of the material. 


348. Specific Resistance. — The specific 
of a substance is best stated as the re- 
sistance in “absolute” C.G.S. (i. e. in 
thousa,nd millionths of an ohm) of a centi- 
metre cube of the substance. The fol- 
lowing Table also gives the relative con- 
ductivity when that of silver is taken as 
100 . 

It is found tthat those substances that 
possess a high conducting p.ower for 
electricity are also the best conductors of 
heat. Liquids are worse conductors than 
the metals, and gases are perfect non- 
conductors, except when so rarefied as 
to admit of discharge by convection 
through them (Art. 283). 

349. Effects of Heat on Resistance. — 
Changes of temperature affect temporar- 
iyl the conducting power of metals. 
Forbes found the resistance of iron to 
is raised. The resistance of copper and 
lead also increase, while that of carbon 
appears on the other band to diminish 
on heating. German-silver and other al- 
loys do not show so much change, hence 
they are used in making standard resist- 
ance coils. Those liquids which only con- 
duct by being electrolysed (Art. 205), 
conduct better as the temperature rises. 
The effect on light in varying the re- 
sistance of selenium is stated in Art. 389. 

350. Typical Circuit. — Let us consider 
the typical case of the circuit shown in 
Fig. 28, in which a battery, ZC, is joined 
up in circuit with a galvanometer by 
means of wires whose resistance is R.

The internal resistance r of the liquids 
of the battery bears a very important 



relation to the external resistance of the 
circuit (including R and G), for on this 
relation depends the best way of orrang- 
ing the battery cells tor any particular 
purpose. Suppose; for example, that we 
have a battery of 50 small Daniell’s cells 
at our disposal, of which we may reckon 
the electromotive-force as one volt (or 
more accurately, 1-079 volt) each, and 
each having an internal resistance of two 
ohms. If we have to use these cells on 
a circuit where there is already of neces- 
sity a high resistance, we should couple, 
theid up “in simple series” rather than in 
parallel branches of a compuond circuit. 
For, supposing we have to send our cur- 
rent through a line of telegraph 100 miles 
long, the external resistance R will be 
(reckoning 13 ohms to the mile of wire) 
at least 1300 ohms. Through this resist- 
ance a single suchc ell would give a cur- 
rent of less than one mllll-empere, for 
here E = 1, R = 1300, r = 2, and there-

In telegraph 
work, where the instruments require a 
current of 5 to 10 mllli-amperes to work 
them, it is usual to reckon an additional 
Daniell’s cell for every 6 miles of line, 
each instrument in the circuit being 
counted as having as great a resistance 
as 10 miles of wire. 

If, however, the resistance of the ex- 
ternal circuit be small, such arrange- 
ments must be made as well keep the 
total internal resistance of the battery 
small. Suppose, for example, we wish 


merely to heat a small piece of platinum 
wireto redness, and have stout copper 
wires to connect it with the battery. 
Here the external resistance may pissi- 
bly not be as much as one ohm. In that 
case a single cell would give a current 
of i of an amprere (of 333 milli-amperes) 
through the wire, for here E = 1, R = 
1, and r = 2. But ten cells would only 
give half as much again, or 476 milli- 
amperes, and fifty cells only 495 milli- 
amperes, and with an infinite number of 
such cells in series the current could not 
possibly be more than 500 milli-amperes, 
because every cell, though it adds 1 to E, 
adds 2 to R. It is clear then that though 
linking many cells in series is of advan- 
tage where there is the resistance of a 
long line of wire to be overcome, yet 
where the external resistance is small 
the practical advantage of adding cells 
^ series soon reaches a limit. 

But suppose in this second case, where 
the external resistance of the circuit is 
small, we reduce also the Internal resist- 
ance of our battery by linking cells to- 
gether in parallel branches of a com- 
pound circuit, joining several zincs of 
several cells together, and joining also 
their copper poles together (as suggested 
in Art. 181,) a different and better result 
is attained. Suppose we thus join up 
four cells. Their electromotive-force will 
be no more, it is true, than that of one 
bell, but their resistance will be but J of 
one such cell, or i op ohm. These four 
cells would give a current of 666 milli- 
amperes through an external resistance 
of 1 ohm, for if E = 1, R = 1, and the 
internal resistance be J of r, or = i;

351. Best Grouping of Cells. — It is at 
once evident that if we arrange the cells 
of a battery in n files of m cells in series 
in each file (there being m X n similar 
cells altogether), the electromotive-force 
of each file will be m times the electro- 
motive-force E of each cell, or mE; and 
the resistance of each file will be m times 
the resistance r of each cell or mr.

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It can be shown mathematically that, for a given 
battery of cells, the most effective way of grouping 
them when they are required to work through a 
givn external resistance H, is so to choose m and n, 
m 

that the internal reeiatance ( — r) shall equal the

external resistance LThe student should verify tins 
rule by taking examples and working them out for 
different groupings of the cells. Although this ar- 
rangement gives the strongest current it is not the 
most economical ; for if the internal and external 
resistances be equal to one another, the useful work 
in the outer circuit and the useless work done in 
heating the cells will be equal also, halt the energy 
being wasted. The greatest economy is attained 
whn the external resistance is very great as com- 
pared with the internal resistance; only, in this case, 
the materials of the battery will be consumed slowly, 
and th current will not be drawn off at its greatest 
possible strength. 

352. Long and Short Coil Instruments. 
— The student will also now have no diffi- 
culty in perceiving why a “long-coil” gal- 
vanometer, or a “long-coil” electromag- 
net, of instrument of any kind in which 
the conductor is a long thin wire of high 
resistance, must not he employed on cir- 
cuits where both R and r are already 
small. He will also understand why, on 
circuits of great length, or where there 
is of necessity a high resistance and a 
battery of great electromotive force is 
employed, “short-coil” instruments are of 
little service, for though they add little 
to the resistances their lew turns of wire 
are not enough with the small currents 
that circulate in high-resistance circuits; 
and why “long-coil” instruments are here 
appropriate as multiplying the effects of 
the currents by their many turns, their 
resistance, though perhaps large, not be- 
ing a serious addition to the existing re- 
sistances of the circuits. A galvanometer 
with a “long-coil” of high resistance, if 
placed as a shunt across two points of a 
circuit, will draw therefrom a current 
proportional to the difference of potential 
between those points. Hence such an 
instrument may be used as a voltmeter 
(Art. 360 o.) 

353. Divided Circuits. — If a circuit di- 
vides, as in Fig. 129, into two branches at 
A, uniting together again at B, the cur- 
rent will also be divided, part flowing 
through one branch part through the 
other.

Kirchhoft has given the following im- 
portant laws, both of them deducible from 
Ohm’s law. 

(i.) In any branching network of 
wires the algebraic sum of the 
currents in all the wires that 
meet in any point is zero. 

(il.) When there are several electro- 
motive-forces acting at different 
points of a circuit, the total elec- 
tromotive-force round the circuit 
is equal to the sum of the re- 
sistances of its separate parts 
multiplied each into the strength 
of the current that flows through 
it. 

354. Current Sheets. — When a current 
enters a solid conductor it no longer 
flows in one line but spreads out and 
flows through the mass of the conductor. 
When a current is led into a thin plate of 
conducting matter it spreads out into a 
“current sheet” and flows through the 
plate In directions that depends upon the 
form of the plate and the position of the 
pole by which it returns to the battery. 
Thus, if wires from the two poles of a 
battery are brought into contact with two 
neighboring points A and B in the mid- 
dle of a very large flat sheet of tinfoil, 
the current flows through the foil not in 
one straight line from A to B, but in 
curving “linesof flow,” which start out in 
al Idirections from A, and curl round to 
meet in B, in curves very like those of 
the “lines of force” that run from the 
N.-pole to the S.-pole of a magnet (Fig. 
50). When the earth is used as a re- 
turn wire to conduct the telegraph cur- 
rents (Fig. 160), a similar spreading of 
the currents into current sheets occurs.
